requested, 

>6,. AKRO0XHAHIC 

37, All subjects except 3HTERDERA. were first contacted between 11 and 

16 June 1951 by i ~ j>oase officer of OPC in Munich, 

and ty Col. IsaiTHBTSKI* who is the ooaaanding officer of the Missis 
UPA in Germany. All persons were contacted in Munich and interviewed 
primarily to ascertain their suitability in terms of health, past 
experience, personality and motivation for training and dispatch as 
specialists in various phases of pa it lean warfare . 

38, Since all the persons concerned belong to a military organization with 
very strict security regulations of its own, all subjects could b© 
turned over rapidly and securely to another case officer. In the 
past all instructions or negotiations concerning the training and 
dispatch of members of UPA have bean handled through the chain of 
coemiand established by the ZPOHVR, l,e, the ranking DPA soldier 

or officer has been made responsible for the security and discipline 
of the other trainees or agents and In some respeots that officer or 
soldier has functioned as a cut-out. Therefore any switch in American 
case officers tould merely mean that a w person is issuing instructions 
to the Ukrainian commander of the trainees. All case officers in. the 
past have used Ukrainian pseudonyms when dealing with any nem»4mrlean 
participants in the operation. Pseudonym are also used by all the 
trainees. This practice is rigidly adhered to. The trainees ar© 
perfectly aware that the caee officers are using pseudonyms • In fact 
the trainees often pick out the pseudonym® for them, usually selecting 
some humorous or pointed characteristic of the case officer. Thus, 
the case officers have such Ukrainian names as "tall and silent," 
"journalist," "dynamo," "football player," ate. 
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39* m recruits under this operation to data who haw beau trained in 
Western Gerrnny hav© boon ardent Ukrainian patriots. The families 
of all of those men hove suffered from the Soviet colonial policy 
In the Ukraine* In the '.an parity of cases the* recruits are the sole 
surviving mesibers of the family# other members of which have boon 
liquidated for Ukrainian nationalism. All of tho candidates have 
bean m®b©re of UFA far at least six years and therefor© a portion 
of their willingness to return to the Ukraine stems from their 
Icyalty to their comrades who are still fitting there. Each UPA 
soldier thinks of himself as a crueador for a Ukrainian indopondent 
state* 

40* Name checks have been run la 060 registry and with the exception 

of GHTSIDSBA the results .were negative* Hie traces on SHTSMDEM 

were listed in reference aoaorandua. 

The ZPUHER is very cautions about recommending candidates fear this 

highly sensitive operation and thoreforo investigates the past 
history of each candidate thoroughly before recommending hie use* 
Practically all of the candidates have lived in DP canps in Germany 
for tho last several years* The closest friends of each have been 
other members of UPA in tho same esmp. It is therefore? easy for 
the ZPUHVH to reviow the activities and attitudes of each candidate 
over the peat several years by querying his colleagues. Concerning 
the fomar activities of each candidate thile he was In the Ukraine 
there are always other UPA men in Western Europe who were in the 
particular candidate's partisan unit in the Ukraine. Hone of the 
candidates rocomaonded to date arrived in Western Europe alone. 

Bach arrived In company with other partisans and tho versions of 
their overland journey wore cross-choclcsd to mnko sure Hist none 
were caught or recruited by an enesy intelligence service on the way* 
Since the security service of UPA checked the early history of each 
candidate before admitting him Into the Ukrainian mderground complex, 
the pre-pKttisan part of each candidate ' a life has already been checked 
and found satisfactory* Should any doubt arise as to the candidate's 
activities during that period# former citizens of almost every village 
or farm area in the Western Ukraine can be found in the emigration who 
would havo known subject and his family. 

Tho Munich Operations Base has already stated that it intends to 
administer the Carriage test to each candidate. It Is therefor© 
obvious that the security check performed by the 2PUOT1 before 
recommending them is superior to anything we can do except through 
tli® Carriage test because the 2FUBVR has facilities for checking 
the candidates which are not open to us. 

41. Until such time as the candidates are actually in training the only 
control we have over them operates through the ZFUHVR end the Miseia 
UPA Which to date have demanded and received complete obedience to 





security and military regulations transmitted by the kmt lean ease 
officer. In 1950 when one of the trainees casually told om of his 
colleagues that he me tired of the training program and desired to 
go Am for a week or two of recreation, he was court^nartlalod 
within 24 hours by the Miesia t!P 4 , sentenced to death for planning 
'to desert and it was only with great difficulty that the American 
cane officer persuaded the UFA coBBtaader of this group of trainees 
to commute the punishment to iiaprisoisaent in a dank cellar roe® on 
breed and water. Therefore the self discipline of tho trainees is 
estimated as better than average on the basic of pact experience. 

naturally case the candidates have been accepted for training 
their movements from the training area will be restricted and 
clearly defined in instructions from the overseas case officers. 

42, All the agents will bo aware that they are being trained by come 

branch of - American intelligence, 

43* To the boat of our knowledge none of the candidates have had any 

connection with any other intelligence service to date. It is not 
impossible however that 0210. or two of than may have performed 
intelligence tasks for tho 4PUHWI or the Ukrainian underground. 

44# Since the candidates have been in the emigration since roughly 1947 

none of the® are in a position to furnish recent inferoation an 

items of interest. Each agent however will be required during 
training to give a detailed written account of his own underground 
activities in the Ukraine and bis trip out to Germany. 

45* Although perhaps one or two of the candidates will receive training 
In methods of intelligence collection, the majority of tho agents, 
will receive training only in military and allied subjects since 

their duties will be those of partisans rather tixsn intelligence 
collectors. It should be remembered that this Is a joint OSO/OFC 

training program* 

46. Aa far as we know; non© of the agents have received any special 
training aside fro® what they gained from experience while in the 
Ukrainian tinder ground . 

47# Not applicable. 

40 • Bone of these agents will bo paid salaries although each will 

probably receive on allowance of roughly §25.00 per month In (Hpamy 
currency. This allowance will be doled out to them by the ZFU 37 R 
from money allotted to this project. All food, tobacco and liquor 

expenses are covered automatically by project funds while they are 

in training. 





49* The field has not informed us of any premises or eoramitaenis wad® 
to the prospective agents. 

50, Since al3. of the prospective trainees ware Polish eltisens in their 
youth, it is believed that they could pass as Poles , 

51. With perhaps oae or two exceptions all of the candidates are 
flamers 1 sons. 

52. To date none of the persons trained under this project have gambled 
or talxen drugs * Practically all of the entail dates in the past have 
smokod, drank on religious holidays, and gene dancing on Saturday 
and Sunday evenings, 

53, The level of honesty, initiative and security coiKioioismeaa among 
the trainees dealt with under this project has been extremely high, 

54* Had the United Staten shown no interest in the Tnrrulnian problem, 
it is possible that the ZPUJTUR, and therefor© those candidates, 
would be working for the British. It is not deemed likely that 
these candidates or the ZPU11VU would collaborate with ©v\y other 
foreign rower so long es their relationship with the Americans is 
progressing smoothly. 

55* It Is possible that some of th© trainees will be used as guerrilla 
warfare instructors after they have completed their training. 

56. Not yet available. 

57, Xnfoiiaation in Part I was obtained, by a .representative of the 
ZPUISTTR and an OPC case officer.
